A vasl,  16-year-project 
to gather, edit, and publish 
all the known papers of 
Benjamin FrankSin was an- 
nounced here by the Ameri- 
can Philosophical Society 
and Yale Universily. 


The project has been made 
possible by a grant from Life 
Magazine. 


The announcement was made 
jointly by Mr Owen Roberts, 
president of the 204-year-old 
society. founded by Franklin 
bimselt’ and = by Mr Whitney 
Griswold, president of Yale. 

The edition will be the most 
inclusive ever published of the 
writings and papers of the 
American scientist, philosopher 
and statesman. 

It will also be one of the 
largest editorial ventures tn the 
history of United States book 
publishing. 

The venturc will cost more 
than 600,000 dollurs (£215,000 
sterling). The  socicty has 

. atready spent 250,000 dollars 
(£90,000 sterling) in the past 
20 yeara assembling Franklin 
items for its own collection. 

The editorial work, under the 
editorship of Dr Leonard 
Lobaree, Farnam Professor of 
History at Yale, is expected to 
run to 25 or 30 volumes,—China 
Mall Special.

Four pages altogether had to 
be removed (the portrait was 
an insert, between pages 22 and. 
23), and the new entries had to 
be dovetailed to fit in with those 
on the adjolning pages. For 
the original page 21 was sub- 
stituted cn entirely new page of 
rather pointiess photographs to 
flo with the Behring Sea entry. 
The material formerly on page 
21 made the new page 22, On 
page 23, all the muterlal not 
dealing with Berla (or the 
village named after him) was 
retained and padded out by the 
addition of a 30-line biography 
of an obscure German diarist of 
the eighteenth century culled 
Friedrich Wilhelm  Bergholtz, 
never before Included. Page 24 
corresponded exactly with the 
same one In the original text. 


GRIM_ORWELL 


In thelr notice to subscribers, 
the publishers of the Encyclo- 

pacdin recommerded that the 
iifending pages “should be cut 
out with scissors or a razor« 
blade, keeping a margin next to 
the spine of the book to which 
the new pages can be attached”. 
Thus, once the substitution has 


been cesieiea “out, 
almost ax though the aigtnal 
rag nover cxisted.

SENTENCES . 


In the Criminal Appeal Court this morning 
Mr Justice C. W. Reece increased the sentences of 
two appellants whose grounds he .found were 
“frivolous” and dismissed the appeals of five other 


men. : 
In another 


case he quashed the conviction of Cheng 


Sik-lun on, two counts of Jarceny from an unknown per- 


sons, holding: that he could 
person. , Cheng had pleaded 


not steal from an unknown 
guilty to stealing a fountain 


pen-and a wallet containing $1.40 from two unknown 
persons on the Causeway Bay reclamation ground, 


. The Judge revoked the sen- 
tence of nine months passed op 
Cheng on those two.counts but 
allowed to stand the sentence 
of 18 months which Cheng 
received on two other couhts of 
larceny from the person and 
possession of an Identity card 
which was not his. Cheng ap- 
pealed for a reduction of the 
oggregate term, having pleaded 
guilty to all counts. 


In increasing the sentence oh 
Au Cheong from ten months to 
a year and that on Lee Hok-tin 
from 18 montha to 30 months, 
Mr Justiee Reece told them that 
he csnsidered they tad ‘been 
gencrously treated by the Magis- 
trate ond that they were wasting 
the Court’s time in appealing 
when they © had absolutely 
nothing to say. “You don’t 
know when you are lucky,” he

record of the two men.
